Grier Claims Hatfield Either 
Rain or He’s Good at the Job

Appeal to the Board of Super- 
visors that Charles M. Hatfield, 
the “rainmaker,” be employed by 
the county to bring rain was 
made yesterday by E. F. Van 
Luven. 

The supervisors agreed that if 
there is no rain by next Monday 
they will listen to a detailed re- 
port by Mr. Van Luven as to the 
cost of bringing Mr. Hatfield here. 


The “rainmaker” was in San 
Bernardino last week and an- 
nounced he would bring rain here 
and sign a contract guaranteeing 
his work. He did not give any 
idea of what his fee would be 








and Mr. Van Luven started on 
the trail of the “rainmaker” to 
find out. 


The Board listened attentively 
to Mr. Van Luven and some of 
the supervisors were inclined to 
think it would be a good idea 
after all, and as a result Mr. Van 
Iaven was informally delegated 
to get in touch with the alleged 
rainmaker, ascertain his price 
and report to the supérvisors at 
their next meeting next Monday. 
Mr. Hatfield works on ‘the “no 
rain, no pay’’ basis. Mr. Van 
Luven felt that it was a safe 
proposition. He said if it rain- 
ed, no matter whether normally 
or as the result of Hatfield’s art, 
it would be worth the money and 
he felt the taxpayers would be 
glad to foot the bill. 


Supervisor Cheney seemed to be 
inclined to the idea.. He said that 
even though .Hatfield should hap- 
pen to guess it and rain fell, the 
county would be ahead anyway.

Locked Room Broken Open Be- 
neath Court House and Evi- 
dence Is There Revealed. 


One more scandal in county of- 
ficial circles blew up Saturday 
when those famous thirteen bar- 
rels of wine stored in a room in 
the basement of the court house 
during Sheriff J. L. McMinn’s 
reign as sheriff were located by 
county officials. 

The scandal was originated 
the Labor Journal, which evident- 
ly thrives on inciting “scandals’’ 
and accusing couu.ty officials of 
everything on the calendar. 

Almost directly beneath the 
room in which J. K. Tibbetts, edit- 
or of the Labor Journal, met the 
grand jury io charge that the wine 
had been stolen, the 13 barrels 
were found, undisturbed and ap- 
parently just as they were rolled 
into the storeroom. 


Tibbetts Looked in Wrong Room 

Mr. Tibbetts had told the grand 
jury he had looked into the room 
and the barrels were gone. It de- 
veloped Saturday he had looked 
into another room. In his news- 
paper Mr. Tibbetts had intimated 
county officials took the wine. In 
the grand jury room he confessed 
he had no evidence to support this 
charge. 


The search of the courthouse 
basement was conducted Saturday 
by J. W. Corwin, foreman of the 
grand jury, and District Attorney 
George H. Johnson. 

McLain Demanded Search Be Made 

F. G. McLain, former under- 
sheriff under Sheriff J. L. MeMinn, 
requested the investigation. Dur- 
ing his term of office Mr. McLain 
had carried the key to the booze 

room. During the grand jury in- 
aairy he had testified he had not 
given the key to ‘Sheriff W. A. 
Shay when that official took of- 
fice, because the latter had declin- 
ed to accept the room. Mr. Mc- 
Iain could not recall to whom he 
had delivered the key. The situa- 
tion left him as the last known 
person with the key. He began 
an investigation of his own and 
saw through a window in the base- 
ment what he believed to be bar- 
rels. He communicated the in 
formation to the district attorney 
and asked that the room be open- 
ed. 

Do Not Disturb Dusty Cobwebs 

So that the grand jury will be 
able to satisfy itself is suf- 
ficient evidence the 
not recently rolled into the room, 
the dust and cobwebs of 
years were left undisturbed.

House 

Five deputy sheriffs in two 
automobiles left for the moun- 
tains early yesterday morning. A 
forest ranger reported that he 
found a fire in a stove at the Al- 
lison ranch, two miles west of 
Fredalba, at noon, and, four hours 
later, the prisoners were taken 
as they returned to the cabin to 
spend the night. 


The forest fire burned a three- 
acre area. Rangers B. W. Swit. 
zer, of Devil Canyon, and J, H. 
Sanborn, of Mill Creek, with the 


aid of volunteers, put out the 
flames. Another fire was discoy- 
ered a few miles to the north, 


and this also is believed to have 
been started by the scantily-clad 
prisoners, who built fires to keep 
warm during the early morning 
hours.
